Delhi police 
have arrested a Nigerian national from New Delhi in connection 


Bhubaneswar, Nov 17: Delhi Police have arrested a Nigerian national 
from New Delhi in connection with the OCAC CEO and additional secretary 
of the state Electronics and Information Technology (E&lT) department 
Manoj Kumar Pattnaik's WhatsApp number hacking case, according to 
Odisha Additional Director General (ADG) Crime Branch Sanjeeb Panda. 
The suspect is recognised as Maurice. 


According to information Maurice has been arrested from a rented house in 
Delhi. He was already on the Delhi and Odisha police's most wanted list. 


Maurice, the apprehended suspect, is linked to another Nigerian hacker in 
Bangalore. According to reports, Nigerian national cyber criminals first 
hacked another official's WhatsApp account before moving on to Pattnaik’s. 
The cyber thieves’ unlawful hacking system is based mostly in Bangalore 
and Delhi. 





The Odisha Crime Branch is in touch with Delhi Police and Bangalore 
Police. This was started by sanjeeb Panda, ADG, Crime Branch. 


It's worth noting that a similar cyber crime incidence occurred in New Delhi 
on November ist, in which Nigerian scammers used malicious links to 
seize control of a user's WhatsApp account. Chimelan Emaluen Anuetalu, 
the primary culprit in this case, was previously arrested. All of these cyber 
crimes were reportedly orchestrated by him. 


ADG Sanjeeb Panda noted that the Odisha Crime Branch is in frequent 
contact with the Delhi and Bangalore police teams in order to combat cyber 
crime. 


On November 11, the WhatsApp number of OCAC CEO Manoj Patnaik 
was hacked. The hacker hacked the WhatsApp number and asked money 
from relatives. In this way, the hacker looted 7 lakh rupees. He found out 
about it when a relative's phone rang. He then lodged a complaint with the 
Shahid Nagar police station. 


Three accounts were later found to have been defrauded. The crime 
branch wrote a letter to freeze the hacker's bank account.
